THE STORY OF TWO BOYS AND SOME HOLSTEINS 


sold his 80-acre Wisconsin farm 

to his two sons, for a sum of 
$12,000. Horses were the only livestock 
on the place, and the land was worn 
out by twenty-five years of continuous 
grain farming. In four years, these boys 
have not only brought up the fertility of 
the land, but they have established 
themselves in the breeding world—and 
all through the Holstein cow. 


When the boys took over the farm, 
they had little experience with livestock; 
but learned quickly. They did not rush 
madly into the cow game, but took their 
time and looked over all breeds of dairy cattle. They 
were cautious, because it was their first step in farming 
and they wanted to start on the right road. 

Finally they selected the Holstein, because, as the 
boys put it, “they held all the world’s records in milk 
and butter production; and their milk is always valuable. 
Also, on account of their size and thriftiness.” For the 
breeder and dairy farmer the last two characteristics are 
significant. With the high cost of producing milk, and 
the comparatively low market price, a cow must be 
thrifty in order to make it a paying proposition. Per- 
haps, the lack of size and thriftiness is causing the dairy 
farmers to carry on their fight for more money. They 
claim their business, at present prices, is a losing prop- 
Osition. 

The Augustines, on the other hand, with 20 purebred 
Holsteins, say: “Last year we did well with our stock of 
about 20 registered cows. We sold $3,000 worth of cream 
and raised 10 heifer calves. The skim-milk produced 40 
hogs which netted us $500.” This statement goes to show 
the value of purebred cattle which can produce, and make 
a profit aside from the return from the sale of calves. 
, hen we consider the cost of feeding cows on their 
farm, this $3,500 is about clear. It costs them $65 to feed 
their heifers from birth until they freshen, which is usu- 
ally at two years, or a bit over. The ten calves produced 
last year undoubtedly are worth more than the cost of the 
teed for the cows. Besides, there were several bull calves

which helped to defray the feeding bill, 
and help pay dividends. 

These boys started with grade Hol- 
steins, and when they found they knew 
the business well enough, started in the 
purebred business, at which they have 
been unusually successful. 

On most farms cows freshen about 
three years of age; but on the Augustine 
place, they freshen at two years, and in 
some instances, before they have 
reached this age. For the most part, 
however,.the cows freshen when a lit- 
tle over two years. 

Every cow on the farm has a record. 
To be sure, not all of them, in fact, none of them, hold 
world’s records; but all have either A. R. O. records or 
some kept by the boys themselves, so that they can tell 
in an instant what each cow is doing. The majority of 
the purebreds are from the De Kol family, and they are 
excellent producers. 

Maid Hengerveld of Wayside, a heifer which fresh- 
ened at 25 months of age, is expected to produce 30 
pounds of butter in the near future. This may be con- 
strued as a bit inflated, but the wonderful ability of this 
cow has caused the prediction. At the time of freshening, 
she weighed 1,525 pounds, and gave birth to a 120-pound 
bull calf. She has been bred again and is expected to 
freshen at the age of 35 months, at which time the Augus- 
tine brothers say she will weigh 1,800 pounds. 

The boys have another exceptionally good heifer, 
2 years and 3 months, which is producing 47 pounds of 
6 per cent milk, and they expect to enter her in the offi- 
cial test within a short time. 

Weight is generally considered a secondary considera- 
tion in dairy cattle, but it seems as though these boys 
like to have their cows in good condition, and carrying 
plenty of weight. Whether or not this helps milk pro- 
duction is hard to determine; but little cows produce as 
much as big animals, the only difference, perhaps, being 
that the big animals are able to consume lots of rough- 
age, and this tends to cheapen the cost of production. 

Six registered calves now on the farm are gaining at

They are now four 
months old and weigh 400 pounds each. This rate of 
gain is about-as good as can be accomplished with beef 
cattle, but it seems to be their plan to keep their calves 
growing at all times. This system prevents a setback,

and it may have a tendency to hasten the age of fresh- 
ening. 

The first herd bull on the Hillside Farm was King 
Hengerveld 10th 98799. All of his daughters have A. R. 
O. records varying from 15 to 18 pounds as two-year- 
olds. It is understood that these records were made under 
thoroughly practical dairy farm conditions. There are 
still eight of his daughters to be tested this fall. 

The second bull and the one now being used in the 
herd, is University Johanna Excell 93771. This bull was 
loaned to the young men by the University of Wiscon- 
sin and he is considered an exceptionally valuable animal. 
His sire is Sir Johanna Netherland ‘Bessie and his dam is 
Johanna ‘Clothilde 4th. 


It is expected to follow him with a son of King De 
Kol Lyons. The youngster’s seven nearest dams aver- 
aged 29 pounds of butter in seven days. The dam of the 
bull freshened at the age of 25 months and under unfavor- 
able conditions made a record of 18.2 pounds in seven 
days and she will freshen again at the age of 2 years 11 
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months. She is considered a remarkabl : 
for a 30-pound record if one may pa ae 
and past performance. a 

The present head of the herd is an excellent sire. | 
the calf being groomed to replace him is able to b 
him, he will surely be a great individual.

Ho 4 
ever, this lasts but a few hours, but it is a good form of 
exercise, and keeps the bull in good condition. . 

In all of their breeding the Augustine brothers ar 
following an idea which implies first of al] dairy Bron 
duction and in the second place splendid dairy conforma- 
tion. Their ambition is to maintain a herd of about 65 
registered cows on 120 acres. They want uniformity of 
type and size and an abundance of production both in 
seven-day records and in practical yearly work. 

These boys are after the maximum in everything 
They strive to get the greatest amount of milk at the 
cheapest cost, and yet keep their cows in condition, For 
feed, they use a well balanced ration and feed at the rate 
of 1 pound of grain for every 5 pounds of milk. In addj- 
tion to this, the cattle are fed corn silage and clover hay 

The growthy calves which are produced may, in a 
measure, be due to the feed. It, for the most part, is a 
nitrogenous combination and contains a goodly amount 
of minerals. The cottonseed meal and clover narrow the 
ration of the silage, while the bran helps out the grain, 


The more milk the cows produce, the greater is their 
allowance of grain. With a good feed of silage and hay, 
the cow has plenty of feed to produce heavily, and yet 
the cost of production is comparatively cheap. 

“We have done well with our methods,” said Robert 
Augustine. “They are different from those used by many 
breeders, but we are getting good results, and see no rea- 
son to change. However, we are always on the lookout 
to improve them. Our calves are coming along fine, pick- 
ing up in weight, and our young heifers are doing ex- 
ceedingly well. Our bull business is good, and we are 
selling quite a number. 

“We began with a herd of five cows and a bull. 
Gradually we have increased its size, selling some bulls, 
and we intend to make it bigger as we go along. 

“A few of our young cows will probably be entered in 
the A. R. O. test within a short time. They are produc- 
ing large quantities of milk, and we believe that the rec- 
ord will help us in sales.” 


These boys are hustlers. From an obscure begin- 
ning, they have made a name for themselves. They are 
keen, and quick to learn—which is the foundation of 
their success. They are always experimenting to find 
some better way of feeding or caring for their stulf, and 
consequently this excellent care has shown in their herd. 
Their success is significant, and there is no reason why 
it cannot be duplicated. 


An Important Difference in Holstein Cows 


By H. F. JUDKINS, Associate Professor of Dairying, Connecticut Agricultural College 


NE of the most important differences in Holstein 
() cows is the wide variation in the per cent of fat 

in the milk of different individuals. The average 
per cent of fat for the breed is about 3.4, but individuals 
range from between 2.5 and 3 per cent to between 4 and 
4.5 per cent. Of course, this variation exists in other 
breeds of cows also, but it is of particular importance in 
the Holstein breed because the breed is noted for its 
production of market milk and for its high production, 
and because the milk of so many individuals within the 
breed tests below or dangerously near the various stand- 
ards which have been set for per cent of fat and solids 
not fat. No one will deny the fact that a quart of high 
testing milk is worth more than a quart of low testing 
milk. High production with a high per cent of fat is, of 
course, the desired goal to be obtained in breeding pure- 
bred cattle. 

In order to get some data on this difference in Hol- 
stein cows, the writer has made use of the 365-day semi- 
official records published in Volume 27 of the Holstein- 
Friesian Advanced Registry Year Book. In making this 
study all the animals in the various classes having com- 
plete 365-day records were grouped into three groups, 


those having an average per cent of fat below 3.5, 3.5 to 
4 and above 4 per cent. The results of the study are 
summarized in Table 1.

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the various classes is given in the different groups to- 
gether with the number of cows upon which the average 
figure was obtained. The table points out two main 
things: first, that there were 154 cows out of the 452 that 
tested between 3.5 and 4 per cent, and 26 cows that test- 
ed above 4 per cent. This is abundant proof that high 
testing individuals are to be found within the breed and 
they occur more frequently than is commonly supposed; 
second, that the high testing individuals gave more milk 
than the low testing individuals. It is shown that the 
difference in average production of all the cows in all 
classes is 939 pounds more in the 3.5 to 4 per cent class 
than in the group below 3.5 per cent, and 1,932 more in 
the above 4 per cent group than in the below 3.5 per cent 
group. In some of the classes the average production is 
slightly lower in the high testing groups than in the low 
testing group, but a relatively small number of cows are 
represented in these groups. These results should not 
be understood as showing that the high testing cows will 
always give more milk than the low testing cows. They 
do indicate that the high testing cows are apt to give as 
much milk, and the average of the records studied show 
that these high testing cows averaged to give the most 
milk. 

It was thought interesting to next study the records 
and see if the high testing animals were owned by a 
small or large number of breeders. It was found that 
180 cows in the 3.5 to 4 and above 4 per cent groups were 
owned by 98 different breeders. This shows absolutely 
that high testing Holsteins are not only common but 
widely scattered. 

To show how much more the high testing Holstein 
milk is worth by the New York system of purchase, 
namely, a flat rate for 3 per cent milk and an increase of 
3%4c for each tenth of a per cent of fat above 3 per cent, 
the following figures are presented. In working out 
these figures it is assumed that the under 3.5 per cent milk 
averaged to test 3 per cent, the 3.5 to 4 per cent milk 3.7 
per cent and the above 4 per cent milk 4.2 per cent. The 
true averages could have been worked out from the but- 
terfat records given in the Blue Book but it would have 
been a big job and a study of the per cents of fat in the 
different groups warrants the assumption of the above 
averages. Taking a flat rate of $2 per hundredweight 
for 3 per cent milk, the value of the average amount of 
milk given by a cow in each group would be as follows: 
14,977.8 pounds 3 per cent milk at $2 per hundredweight, 
$299.56; 15,916.8 pounds 3.7 per cent milk at $2.245 per 
hundredweight, $357.33; 16,909.8 pounds 4.2 per cent milk 
at $2.242 per hundredweight, $409.22. 


These figures show a difference of $57.77 and $108.66 
in favor of the 3.7 and 4.2 per cent milk respectively. Of 
course, it costs more per pound to produce richer milk 
but certainly not as much as the extra amount to be re- 
ceived from the milk. To get some idea of the extra feed 
cost per hundred pounds of milk for the richer milk, 
three cows’ records with average test of 3.66 and three 
cows’ records with average test of 3 per cent, and whose 
milk production averaged the same, were selected from 
Storrs’ Bulletin No. 73, and it was found that it cost 16c

Both Sides of the Question 


i + popularity of a breed of cattle depends upon two 
things. First of all, the cattle must be attractive to 
the eye, and following this, they must be a profit produc- 
ing strain. That means that cattle are judged in two ways 
by the show ring and by the records of production, In 
every breed association a record of production has fol- 
lowed in the wake of the show ring record; that is, first 
of all people have been stimulated to desire and to de- 
mand these cattle before they have been stimulated to 
look for the greatest profit from the process of produc- 
tion. 

The Holstein-Friesian breed recognizes the import- 
ance of show ring victory. Any of the pioneer breeders 
will testify that for years their success depended almost 
exclusively upon the winnings in the ring. Today suc- 
cess, especially in the sale ring, depends fully as much 
upon the A O. record as upon any other one factor, 
Nevertheless the individuality counts for a great deal and 
individuality today 1s a result of success in the show ring 
in generations that are past. 

Any breed that loses sight of the importance of the 
show ring will soon lose its place in the popularity of the 
public mind and that means it will soon begin to beg for 
favors in order that it may regain positions it has long 
held with much pleasure. A combination of individuality 
and productive capacity is absolutely necessary in the 
present age.

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A Grade Sale 


HE grade Holstein very frequently precedes the reg- 

istered cow in a community where dairying is new 
and where high class stock is not generally maintained. 
We do not as a general thing advocate the use of grades 
save for just such purposes as mentioned above. As a 
stepping stone to better stock she serves a wonderful 
field but as the real dairy herd she is not so greatly to be 
desired, although the grade Holstein is infinitely su- 
perior to 90 per cent of the common stock that is kept on 
the practical farms of the west and middle west. 

Occasionally one finds the attitude of a community 
reflected in the type of stock that is kept and also in the 
keenness with which people seek this stock. This was 
brought out especially in a sale of grade Holsteins that 
was held in a small town in Iowa a few days ago. A 
gentleman who has a splendid market for milk had brought 
together a herd of 38 head of grades and had finally de- 
termined to sell these and replace them with purebreds. 
Some of his grades had milked as high as 75 pounds per 
day and the herd was very well known in the community. 
The gentleman had been keeping high class registered 
bulls for some years and as a result his entire herd of 38 
head averaged him $140 per head. The calves sold at 
prices averaging from $45 to $75. The top price for a 
grade cow was $236 and another one brought $215. These 
figures show the readiness with which farmers buy stock 
that is yielding a profit every day. That is the type of 
cattle that brought the high price; namely, those that 
were giving a good strong flow of milk at the time of 
the sale. 

Another writer has brought up the question as to 
whether purebreds or grades pay best and he has shown 
the inadvisability of paying such extreme prices for cat- 
tle that do not represent great possibilities when it comes 
to selling breeding stock. These same men who paid 
$230 for grade cows can perhaps sell their calves for $30 
to $50 apiece, while had they put a few dollars more with 
the purchase price they would be able to make it up on 
the first sale of heifers that they made. That’s where the 
difference between registered and grade stock is most 
noticeable.

PRESS slip was received in the World office recently 

from one of the leading agricultural colleges or agri- 
cultural departments of a great midwestern state. The 
purpose of this slip was to call attention to the fact that 
certain counties in this state were organizing dairy calf 
clubs. The dairy calf club is too well known to need fur- 
ther explanation or endorsement from the World. It is 
a wonderful method of the development of high class 
dairying among men who have been slow to adopt this 
form of farming in the past. But the feature that ap- 
pealed to us most particularly was a little sentence of five 
words which said in describine the purchases of a large 
number of calves to be distributed in these calf clubs, 
“all of the Holstein breed.” 


Tt is nerfectly apparent that the Holstein-Friesian cow 
is fixing for herself a wonderful place in the affection of 
the farmer who is looking for something in. the way of 
greater profit producing capacity on his farm. The men

CO-OPERATION OF DAIRY 
INTERESTS. 


The greatest good to dairying 
through the co-operation of all inter- 
ested organizations was the keynote 
of the meeting of the representatives 
of the dairy cattle registry associa- 
tions with the dairy division, United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
Washington March 22, 1917. 

At the conference many problems 


* that are 
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of vital importance to cow testing and 
bull associations and other lines of 
dairy work were discussed and plans 
for closer and more effective work be- 
tween the breed associations and the 
dairy division were devised. Every 
effort will be made to prevent the use, 
in bull associations, of any but bulls 
of good productive ancestry, so as to 
insure the most rapid improvement 
possible in the milk and_ butterfat 
production of the progeny. Com- 
munities new to dairying will be 
assisted, so far as practicable, in ob- 
taining good dairy cows and will be 
aided in every way possible. Means 
of making cow testing associations 
more effective and of greater value to 
the members were considered, and it 
is expected that in the future the 
work will become an even more vital 
force in improving the dairy status of 
the country. 

The’ problem of contagious cattle 
diseases was. discussed thoroughly, 
and meagures will be undertaken to 
disseminate widely information as to 
methods of controlling those diseases. 

The dangers incident to shipping 
cattle from the north into localities 
infested with Texas fever 
ticks were emphasized and _ efforts 
will be made to warn breeders of the 
probable loss of cattle so shipped.— 
U. S. Department of Agriculture.

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Colorado a State for Holsteins 


By DR. HUBERT WORK 


I hope you will not anticipate or 
look upon this as an address in any 
sense of the word, but rather as a 
conference. For ten years, I have 
been greatly interested in the breed- 
ing of Holstein cattle, and I have 
talked to everyone who would listen 
to me on this subject, both in public 
and in private. 

For several years, I have firmly be- 
lieved that Colorado, because of its 
climate, its alfalfa hay, and its abund- 
ance of rough feed, is better adapted 
to the dairy business than any other 
state in the union. I think very few 
of us can realize what the climate of 
Colorado means in the development 
of cattle. I believe that Colorado is 
destined to be a great dairy state. | 
may believe this because I have talk- 
ed it so much, but the more I talk 
it, the more I believe it. @f I had 
had any doubt about this this morn- 
ing, it would have been dispelled by 
my visit today through this valley. 

I don’t suppose anybody milks 
cows for fun, but sometimes I think 
they must milk for fun, certainly not 
for profit. 

Permit me to make a comparison 
which may make the matter, which I 
have in mind, clearer to you. Any 
one of you who produces milk for 
sale, should consider himself a man- 
ufacturer. Please get this into your 
mind firmly that if you are producing 
milk, you are just as much a manu- 
facturer as anyone who may properly 
be put into this class. You may look 


upon your cows as plants from which 
you get a finished product. The feed 
and the raw material which is put in- 
to your cow amounts to the raw ma- 
terial which goes into a manufactur- 
ing plant. The machinery of your 
plant, for putting out the finished 
product, must be ample, and it is, 
therefore, necessary for us to make a 
brief study of this machine. Perhaps, 
because I am a breeder of Holsteins, 
I think it is useless to buy a cow 
which does not have capacity. 


We hear that our Jersey friend 
produces milk and _ butterfat more 
economically than any other breed. 
If this is true, and if we pursue this 
method of reasoning, why should you 
not keep a goat? The more raw ma- 
terial that can be put into the plant, 
the more capacity of working this 
raw material into a salable, finished 
product for the market, the more 
likely is your manufacturing plant to 
show a profit. When we consider the 
machine with which we make our 
product, then it becomes necessary 
for us to determine the kind of ma- 
chine or the kind of plant which we 
shall elect to use. I believe that type 


in breeding is most essential. Dairy- 
men should fix in their minds the 
type of cow which represents the 


breed which produces. If the dairy- 
man once fixes this in his mind, and 
sees only the type of cow which does 
produce, and which meets all his re- 
quirements, he unconsciously _ be- 
comes a judge of cattle.

way. Unless the type of animal i 
fixed in your mind which corresponds 
to your machine, you will not jer 
very far in establishing a herd or in- 
creasing your output. It is true that 
breeders of purebred cattle make 
money by buying and selling among 
themselves and by improving their 
stock, but there is a limit; so in the 
last analysis, the only excuse for 
purebred stock is in the improve- 
ment of the grade herd. It is possi- 
ble, by using good bulls, to double 
the output of a good herd of dairy 
cattle—to do this with the same over- 
head expense, the same labor, the 
same cost for feed. This fact makes 
the breeders of purebred cattle both 
useful and necessary. Great care 
should be used in breeding, and in 
my opinion, the most important thing 
is to save the calves from the proved 
animals. It is impossible to go into 
the market and buy, for the reason 
that you can only buy what some 
other man wants to sell. It is not 
necessary for milk producers in a 
community like this to all strive to 
produce registered cattle. It is well 
to do so, but I doubt if it is always 
possible for the man who is produc- 
ing market milk or for everyone who 
takes it up. 

You must understand, however, 
that with the ordinary grade cattle, 
there must be at least one purebred

It is poor business judgmen 
not to use the best bull eS 
only registered, but with official wor 
on both sides back of him, then ~~ 
begin to get results just that muc 
quicker. Perhaps the best investment 
for a community such as this is the 
purchase of a community bull. Sup- 
pose ten of you men decide you will 
spend about $100 each fora registered 
bull. Suppose you decide to invest 
$1,000 in a community buil. That bull 
will serve the purpose of a number of 
men who are situated conveniently. 
Fach man, with a small payment, gets 
the offspring of a bull worth $1,000 
or more. When he secures his heifers 
from this kind of an animal, he is 
capable of an output that will bring 
him an increased profit. 

I am sure there is more money to 
be made through dairying than any 
other kind of farming. Unfortunate- 
ly, there is only one other section be- 
sides this in the state of Colorado to 
which I can call your attention as 
proof of this assertion. 

About thirty years ago, I lived 
north of Denver in Weld county, 
which is probably the best agricultu- 
ral county in this state. Their only 
thought then was raising grain. They 
did not think of raising cows. About 
ten years ago, a few men began to 
keep dairy cattle in the vicinity of 
Ft. Lupton. This is now the most 
prosperous community in the state. 
The farmers are out of debt, and they 
have made a decided success of the 
dairy business. 

With the alfalfa hay, the sugar 
beet pulp and the climate—say noth- 
ing of any other advantage, the dairy 
business could not help but succeed. 
We can get along with a minimum 
amount of many things, which are con- 
sidered necessary to sustenance, but 
all people must have food. Where 
food cannot be produced, there are 
no people. There is no food that will 
compare in food value with milk. 
Milk is the first necessity. A child 
lives on milk until it is grown. Cow’s 
milk and wheat bread contain all the 
food elements that the human body 
needs. The American people do not 
appreciate this fact very much, be- 
cause they have so much money that 
they buy food to please the palate. 

In Italy, they milk cows, make 
cheese and sell the milk and butter, 
but they live on cheese and a black 
bread which they make. I have never 
seen finer or healthier specimens than 
these Italians, raised on this diet. 

Nothing will bring the American 
people to a realization of the value 
of milk quicker than hard times, for 
milk contains more food units than 
any other food which can be bought 
for the same money. 

I am glad to know that this com- 
munity has a cow testing associa- 
tion, which is certainly a most de- 
sirable feature. Unless cows are sys- 
tematically tested and their worth 
Proved in a businesslike way you are 
simply guessing as to the profits in 
your business. After you have worked 
hard in the field all day and have 
really done a day’s work, it would be 
pitiful to have you come in and sit 
down to milk a cow which is not pay- 


ing her way. We hear a great deal 
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about official - testing. 
some experience with that, in fact, 
have taken quite a little interest in it. 
It is often implied that the men who 
make good records have some secret 
process which is not generally known. 
This official testing of cows is simply 
a branch of the dairy business. There 
are no secrets in it that I know of. It 
consists of buying a good, well typed 
animal—putting her in good condition, 
taking good care of her, and then of 
having the official tester come in and 
tell you what she is producing. These 
official records are what determine 
the value of the animal. In the selec- 
tion of purebred sires to use with 
grade herds, I think the most essen- 
tial thing is type. If you breed for 
records, you must also consider the 
family. 

There are two important enemies 
to the cow business. One is tuber- 
culosis and the other is contagious 
abortion. It is absolutely necessary 
to test milk cows at least once a year, 
and the tuberculin cattle must be 
culled out. Buy cattle on a ninety 
day guarantee. We no doubt have 
the lowest per cent of tubercular 
cattle in Colorado, and our native ani- 
mals are almost free from _ this 
disease. Our climate is favorable to 
the growth and health of animals. My 
advice is to guard your herd most 
carefully from this disease. Segre- 
gate any purchase from your herd 
until you prove the new animal to be 
healthy.

Dr. Work is one of the lead- 
ing Holstein breeders in the state of Colo- 
rado and his remarks, given at the meeting of 
the Holly Holstein Breeders Association of 
Holly, Colo., contain much that is of decided 
value.

During the three years that she held 
the championship of the world, with 
a record of 44.18, she produced no 
offspring and was of little value to 
the owners, except for the advertising 
that they secured through her. She 
has been the subject of much experi- 
mentation on the part of experts and 
veterinarians, but all to no avail, as 
the Holstein stork refused any acquain- 
tance with K. P. Pontiac Lass de- 
spite her high station as Queen of the 
Dairy World.

GETTING THE CALF STARTED. 

With the high prevailing prices for 
dairy stock, it is of much importance 
that the heifer calves from the best 
cows be raised. This should not only 
be the practice, but they should be 
given the chance to attain the maxi- 
mum growth when the time comes 


that they must replace their dams 

The following from J. B. Fitch 
who is associate professor of dairy 
husbandry in the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College, is worthy of con- 
sideration in connection with this im- 
portant subject: 

“Calves should be fed whole-milk 
until they are one month old, when 
they should be changed to skim-milk., 
They should be fed skim-milk until 
they are six months old. While they 
are on milk they should be given 
some grain and alfalfa hay. 

“A good mixture for grain feed is 
four parts of corn or corn chop, one 
part of oil meal, and two parts of 
wheat bran. After taking the calf off 
the milk, increase the grain gradually 
to two pounds a day in addition to 
silage and alfalfa hay. 

“Tt used to be considered that good 
flesh was undesirable in dairy calves, 
but experiments show that this is 
not the case and that quite the con- 
trary is the case, especially before 
calving. 

“The Holstein heifer should be 
bred so as to calve when from 24 to 
30 months of age, depending upon the 
growth ‘of the animal. If bred so as 
to calve earlier than this its growth 
is apt to be injured.”

DONT’S IN CALF RAISING. 

In rearing and developing dairy 
heifers— 

Don’t overfeed. Twice as_ many 
calves are stunted by overfeeding as 
by underfeeding. 

Don’t change suddenly from whole 
to skim-milk. 

Don’t keep calves in damp, dark, 
crowded, poorly ventilated barns. 

Don’t feed milk in dirty pails. 

Don’t be irregular as to time 0 
feeding, temperature or amount of 
milk. 

Don’t feed too much alfalfa hay be- 
fore the calf is three months old. 

Don’t let calves suck each other 
after drinking milk. They should be 
placed in stanchions and fed grain. 

Don’t make calf go without water 
because it has had milk. ; “rk

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Milk As a Food 


VERY effort should be made to 
acquaint consumers with the val- 
ue of milk as a food. This letter is 
written by the dairy division of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, for the purpose of giving you 
additional information on this subject. 
Economy in the diet does not al- 
ways depend upon limiting the use of 
certain foods but sometimes it is a 
question of actually increasing the use 
of foods which furnish nutritive ma- 
terial at relatively low cost. Milk be- 
longs to the latter class, and _ the 
housewife would do well to study its 
food value, and decide whether her 
family is using as much as it should. 
The average person in this country 
uses only a little more than a half 
pint of milk daily, and this quantity 
can very profitably be increased when 
safe milk is available. 

Many people think of milk only as 
a beverage, but, if they understood 
that it is in reality a nourishing food, 
they would increase their daily al- 
lowance. 

We eat foods for two main reasons: 
First, to renew body wastes and pro-

It can be seen, therefore, that milk 
even at 15c a quart is a cheap source 
of energy as compared with sirloin 
steak and eggs. 

In comparing foods it is necessary 
to consider both the protein and the 
energy furnished. Neither one alone 
can properly be used as a basis of 
comparison, nor is there any correct 
way to reckon the value of a food by 
considering the total amount of nutri- 
tive elements. 

It is very difficult to compare foods 
on the basis of the mineral matter 
they contain, but all physiologists 
agree that milk is extremely valuable 
from this standpoint. Indeed, it 1s 
the food prepared by nature especial- 
ly for the growth and development 
of the young. A quart of milk a day 
is a good allowance for a young, 
growing child. 

In addition to being an economical 
food, milk is usually easily digested, 
and requires no cooking or other pre: 
paration for the table. Specialists of 
the department have also found a 
it is digested better when taken wit 
other foods. 

There are innumerable ways to use 
milk in cookery, such as in puddings, 
blancmange, soups, chowder, "Junk- 
et,” and many others. In all these 
ways it is both appetizing and nour- 
ishing.

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Butter and Tuberculosis. 


I should judge it is not safe to feed children 
on the ordinary or “best creamery” butter 
bought at our stores because of the tubercu- 
losis germs it is likely to contain. I really 
do not know where I could get butter that I 
know was from tuberculin-tested cows or from 
pasteurized cream. Directions for feeding 
children say that cream and butter are the 
best fats for them.—M. B. F., New Jersey. 

The butter of commerce is no better than 
the milk of commerce. The percentage of 
milk sold to the public that comes from tuber- 
culin-tested cows is not very large. I do not 
know of any data on which I could base an 
accurate estimate. The same is true of butter. 
A few firms have now undertaken to pasteurize 
the cream from which the butter is made. The 
great majority of so-called creamery butter is, 
in my opinion, made from unpasteurized cream 
and from cream of non-inspected cows. Very 
few municipalities require butter to be from 
tuberculin-tested cows, although quite a num- 
ber of municipalities require that milk should 
be tuberculin inspected. Butter in addition to 
its food value, specially promotes growth and 
should, therefore, be given to children in pref- 
erence to olive oil, lard, oleomargarine, or any 
other ordinary fat. Moderation even in good 
things is desirable, and hence children should 
not be given too much butter, even if it is 
known to be pure. 


The above is a,question, answered 
by Dr. H. W. Wiley in his question 
box in the March Good Housekeep- 
ing. We should like to see the matter 
further discussed in these columns.

DAIRYING IN COLORADO, 

The directors of the Colorado 
Dairymen’s Association met March 31 
at Denver, President Hall in the chair 

After the routine business the dairy 
conditions of the state were discussed 
It was found that dairying is pea 
on the increase in many sections wn 
that condensed milk is being exported 
to a considerable extent. For the first 
time in the history of the state, butter 
is being sent out, although © much 
churning cream comes from Kansas 
and Nebraska. It was found that in 
sections where alfalfa meal mills were 
in operation, dairy farmers are able 
to receive more for their alfalfa when 
marketed through the cow than the 
mills were able to pay in spite of the 
fact that alfalfa meal is selling at a 
greatly increased price over other 
years. There are hundreds of alfalfa 
meal mills in operation throughout 
the state, and a great deal of alfalfa 
hay is sent in the bale. 

The dairy sections are mostly pros- 
perous, about the only complaint com- 
ing from those sections supplying 
town and city trade with fresh milk, 
and in some instances where cream- 
eries had been installed by creamery 
promotion companies at a value great- 
ly above what they should have cost. 
It was advised that where new cream- 
eries and cheese factories were con- 
templated, the promoters get in touch 
with the state dairy commissioner for 
data on cost of construction and mar- 
keting products. It was found that in 
all dairy sections silos are being put 
up as they never have been before, 
especially in the corn growing eastern 
parts of the state. ; ; 

It was advised that dairy sections 
make use of what has become known 
as dairy dav celebrations, where 
specimens of the best cattle are placed 
on exhibition and noted dairy educa- 
tors and lecturers are engaged for the 
day. It was urged that managers of 
county fairs and dairy celebrations 
get in touch with the directors of the 
state association for information as 
to how to secure these lecturers.

of Agriculture and the Wisconsin 
Dairymen’s Association who have 
charge of this work, 

“You head a food producing regi- 
ment having probably $1,000,000 of 
resources. You are trained in the 
best practices of dairy farming; you 
know how to do your particular work: 
you know your men, and they have 
confidence in you. We have no one 
to take your place. No one can do 
the work better than you are doing 
it. For the present, at least, you can 
serve better as a ‘man behind the 
cow’ than you can as a ‘man behind 
a cannon.’ 

“A man who joins the army or 
navy when he can fight more effi- 
ciently in his present position is not 
the best patriot. He lowers the re- 
sources of the nation. He detracts 
from, rather than _ increases, her 
strength. You are already enlisted in 
the commissary department of the 
government—lowering the cost and 
increasing the production of food.”

TURNING TO PASTURE. 


As spring approaches and the pas- 
tures begin to get green, there is 
strong temptation to cut down the 
chores by turning the cows on pas- 
ture, even though it is not in condition 
to be grazed. Another reason that 
there is a strong incentive in this 
direction is because of the prevalent 
high prices of all kinds of feed. The 
result of yielding to these tempta- 
tions is a pasture that is short and 
yielding only a small part of the feed 
that it would, had the cattle been kept 
off until it had had a fair start. More 
than this, the crop is shortened, since 
the grass is not allowed to get the 
start it should, and _ thereby loses 
strength and dies out long before the 
season is Over. 


Another reason that turning out too 
early should be prohibited is because 
young grass is watery and has actual- 
ly caused a shrinkage in the milk 
flow during the first month or so when 
no supplementary feed is provided, 
and it is a fact well known that it is 
easier to let the cow get down in 
milk than it is to get her back after 
she is down. When the cows are 
turned out, it is wise practice to grad- 
ually cut down on the grain ration 
rather than to take it away altogether. 
The first grass, being watery, does 
not contain dry matter in sufficient 
quantity to furnish the daily ration to 
the cow. Therefore, if the grain is 
taken away gradually, the grass will 
have a chance to increase in the food 
nutriments. : 

A method practiced by many 1s to 
turn the cows on the new grass only 
for an hour or so at a time at the 
start. By so doing, there will not be 
such an abrupt change in the ration 
and it is not likely that the cows will 
go off in their flow of milk. One im- 
portant thing that should be remem- 
bered is that the stock should not be 
turned on the pasture until the grass 
has had a chance to get a good start. 
It will be found that this will be con- 
ducive to greater gains all around.

When land is cheap 
and feed is abundant, the steer may 
be very profitable, but he is 00 
wasteful of food to ever compete with 
the dairy cow whenever feed _ be- 
comes expensive.

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Inbreeding —a T'wo-edged Sword 


NIMAL breeding as an art 

has been practiced in a 
Britain for 200 years. Each year hie 
science is broadening and, as practica 
men are fast coming to adopt it as a 
vorking science rather than as an 
og it becomes the more evident to 
ny the early breeders were able 
pe achieve their best results in found- 
ing herds and flocks only by a 
of their superior knowledge of the in- 
dividuality of the animals which en- 
tered into the pedigrees of that — 
dation stock. They blended bloo 
whose elements they understood in 
terms of the characters making up 
the individuals, consequently the — 
principal elements with which the 
pioneer breeders worked were: First, 
a complete knowledge of individu- 
ality; second, an accurate statement 
in pedigree form of the _characters 
constituting that individuality. 

It has often been said that the two 

most important factors in animal 
breeding are heredity and variation, 
but considered from a practical work- 
ing basis, I believe that the most im- 
portant life forces in animal breeding 
are heredity or ancestry, individual 
variation and selection. 
Tt has been thoroughly established 
that similar weakness in the heredi- 
tary constitution of any two animals 
mated rather than their relationship 
is the cause of many failures that have 
occurred in breeding. 

Popular thought has condemned in- 
breeding on the grounds that it causes 
a reduction in size, vigor, fertility and 
disease resistance. In the human race 
it has been accused of being a cause 
of insanity and various other human 
abnormalities. On the other hand, 
the founders of the modern breeds of 
livestock used inbreeding most suc- 
cessfully to establish their herds. 
Some have failed while others have 
succeeded, consequently inbreeding 
has been spoken of as a two-edged 
sword. Experiments show that in- 
breeding automatically produces an 
increased number of animals pure for 
any character. In the first genera- 
tion of a cross all individuals are im- 
pure for any character upon which 
the two parents differ. If brothers 
and sisters are mated, the second gen- 
eration will show 50 per cent of ani- 
mals that are pure for one or other 
of the contrasted characters of the 
parents. 


The greatest danger from inbreed- 
ing comes from the loss of a desirable 
character or characters. If black 
cattle are crossed with red cattle, the 
red individuals segregate out in the 
second generation and will breed true 
without any appearance of black in 
subsequent offspring. The black is, 
therefore, completely lost from the 
inheritance of the red strain. The 
factors for vigor, fertility and con- 
struction are not evident to the prac- 
tical breeder and may be lost un- 
knowingly by such a union. The 
breeder who fortunately obtained ani- 
mals possessing the desired charac- 
teristics to breed from became suc- 
cessful, while the other party who did 
not get “the most of the best” factors 
in the animals’ make-up failed. Many 
more people fail than succeed, be- 
cause of the strange manner in which 


the law of chance operates. 

Inbreeding produces the results it 
does because it offers opportunities 
for individuals of the same hereditary 
constitution to unite. Again it must 
be repeated that the relationship it 
not at fault because unrelated animals 
having the same hereditary constitu- 
tions would give the same results, 
that is to say, two individuals pure 
for a weak character will breed true 
to it. Two individuals impure for a 
weak character, although not showing 
it, will produce a predictable percent- 
age of weak offspring. 

An animal may be inbred if the 
same individual animals occur more 
than once on the sire’s side of the 
pedigree only, or by the occurrence 
more than once of the same individ- 
ual on the dam’s side of the pedigree 
only, or by the occurrence of animals 
which appear first on one side and 
then on the other side of the pedi- 
grees. 


It is evident that there are all sorts 
of possible degrees of inbreeding: 
First, brother and sister mating; sec- 
ond, parent and offspring mating; 
third, first cousin mating where single 
cousins are produced; fourth, first 
cousin mating where double cousins 
are produced; fifth, uncle and niece 
mating. 

It is of course understood that 
there are two possible sorts of first 
cousins, namely, single and double. In 
the first case one of the parents of 
any individual is a brother or sister 
to one of the parents of the other in- 
dividual. In the second case both 
parents are brothers or sisters. The 
difference between first and second 
cousins mating from an_ inbreeding 
standpoint lies in the fact that the in- 
breeding occurs one generation be- 
hind in single cousins. 
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t is the belief of the majority of 
modern breeders of livestock: First, 
that a certain amount of inbreeding is 
advantageous in the breeding of pedi- 
greed livestock; second, that an ex- 
cessive amount is dangerous. 


The question of degree of inbreed- 
ing is of secondary importance. The 
real question confronting the practi- 
cal breeder is the quality of the ani- 
mals inbred. The results will be de- 
pendent absolutely on the nature of 
the animals bred. If one  inbreeds 
weak animals, lacking in constitution- 
al vigor and carrying a large amount 
of undesirable qualities in their germ 
cells, the resulting offspring will be 
more nearly worthless than their par- 
ents. 


If strong and vigorous animals are 
mated carrying desirable qualities, 
there may be expected a correspond- 
ing intensification of these qualities 
in the offspring. The time is now 
here when a vigorous protest should 


be made against the condemna- 
tion of inbreeding. Stock breed- 
ers for centuries have succeeded 


by its discriminate use and the time 
is at hand when one can say that in- 
breeding is essential to the attainment 
of the highest degree of success in 
the breeding of animals.—Prof. Wil- 
liam Hislop, Washington State Col- 
lege.

The best record made by any one 
cow was that of Young Springwood, 
a five-year-old Holstein, that gave 
20,110 pounds of milk and 821 pounds 
of fat in 365 days. This cow was 
milked only twice a day during the 
year, and this amount of milk and fat 
is believed to constitute a world’s 
record for production under these 
conditions.—Farm and Dairy. 





FACTORS IN DEVELOPING 
THE CALF. 


It seems to me that the period of 
calfhood, or the first five months, is 
one of the most important times in 
the life of the young calf that is ex- 
pected to eventually become a dairy 
cow. If she is not given a good start 
in life, it is rather expected that her 
later development will not be as good 
as though the starting had been more 
favorable. It has been aptly said. 
though in another sense, that “Well 
begun is half done,” and I believe 
this adage applies to the dairy heifer. 
So I bespeak for young heifer calves 
the care and feed that will give them 
a chance to develop their maternal 
qualities. : 

Perhaps next in importance in the 
life of the heifer is the period from 
calfhood until the time of freshening. 
After the calf has lost her bloom, 
we are sometimes tempted to turn or 
young heifer out with the older stoc 
and indicate to her that she can root, 
hog, or die,” and sometimes the latter 
is the result.

4 yo unaccountable reason it 
has become a rather prevalent idea 
that the dairy animal must be poor 
and skinny. Look over the list of 
cows that are now holding world’s 
records for both milk and fat produc- 
tion and it will become readily appar- 
ent that they are all in a good thrifty 
condition at the close of their year’s 
work, The casual observer who has 
become accustomed to the usual 
skinny appearance of many farm 
herds is apt to say that these wonders 
of efficient production are in too high 
flesh, but when it is shown, and it 
can easily be shown, that the large 
producers are very apt to be the most 
economical milk producers, then it is 
apparent that the conclusion is that 
cows must be kept in a good state of 
flesh before they can work. Bear in 
mind that the cow will first build up 
the absolute essentials of her body 
and after that has been done the ex- 
cess of food is turned into milk. 

There are two things that make a 
cow. One is her inheritance and the 
other is her environment. Man can- 
not change the inheritance by care 
and feed, but he can give the bud of 
inheritance a chance to develop into 
its fullest possible bloom. To this 
end, as long as the yearling heifers 
are on good pasture, I do not believe 
it necessary to grain them, but when 
the pasture becomes short some of 
them will need attention. To put a 
trough full of grain out in the pasture 
and expect each one to get what she 
rightfully should have will not work 
out satisfactorily. Sometimes two or 
three heifers will go through such a 
season of pasture shortage without 
any cessation of growth or decrease 
of flesh. Others are worried and can- 
not get enough to eat; at such a time 
and with such heifers, supplementary 
feed should be given. 

While bran is rather expensive this 
year, there is no feed that can quite 
compare with it for growing stock, 
since it is such a good feed for build- 
ing up the frame of the animal. It 
is especially true that heifers that are 
pregnant ought to have a fairly liber- 
al allowance of bran mixed with a 
little oil meal, or cottonseed meal if 
on pasture. 

Above all do not allow these young 
females to become pregnant so that 
they calve before they are two years 
old. The idea that early motherhood 
induces a greater milk flow and more 
useful adult life is scarcely borne out 
by accurate observations. 

The efficiency of the dairy of five 
years from today will depend upon 
the young stock of today. It is pre- 
supposed that the best of inheritance 
has been procured, but the program 
cannot stop with that. Develop the 
calves rapidly, keeping in mind that 
a pound of grain will put more gains 
on a calf than on a yearling. Then 
keep the heifers growing so that they 
may be in the bloom of development 
when they become:cows and com- 
mence to pay their compliments to 
the monthly cream -check. Those who 
have observed very widely believe 
that many cows are poor because 
they have poor masters. The idea 
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that a balky driver makes a balky 
horse may possibly have some appli- 
cation when considering the develop- 
ment of the dairy heifer—Farmers’ 
Review. 


BUILD SILOS IN COLORADO. 


It is expected that there will be an 
enormous increase in the production 
of forage crops in eastern Colorado 
as the result of the appeals which 
have been made to the farmers that 
they cultivate every acre of land pos- 
sible in order to help prevent a food 
shortage, with which this country is 
threatened next fall. 

The farmers of this section of the 
state must be informed on methods 
of caring for this increased produc- 
tion. With this in view, Director H. 
T. French, of the Extension Service 
of the Colorado Agricultural College, 
is planning an extensive silo cam- 
paign throughout eastern Colorado 
in June. 

This campaign will cover a period 
of three weeks and men who thor- 
oughly understand the silo and its 
construction will visit every county 
in this portion of the state, explain- 
ing methods of construction, capaci- 
ties needed for given conditions and 
other advantages and features of the 
silo. 

There is no method of dry-curing 
a crop which is so efficient as the 
silo. At least 90 per cent of the feed 
value of a crop will be saved if the 
crop is put into a silo. On the other 
hand, with the dry, windy conditions 
which frequently prevail in eastern 
Colorado, if the crop is simply shock- 
ed and stacked, as much as 50 per 
cent may be lost through blowing 
away and drying out so that stock 
will not eat it up clean—Colorado 
Agricultural College News Notes.

HOLSTEINS IN ARKANSAS. 


Professor H. E. Dvoracheck, head 
of the animal husbandry department 
of the College of Agriculture of Ar- 
kansas, writes most encouragingly 
relative to the position of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow in this new section. 
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He says that the interest in this breed 
is in its infancy, but that it is only a 
question of time until the breed will 
become exceedingly popular. In fact, 
it is becoming popular right now. Peo- 
ple are demanding a cow that will not 
only give a considerable flow of milk 
and yield abundantly of butterfat but 
will make a good marketable animal 
as well. This latter holds true with 
regard to the male calves in the grade 
herds. These calves are disposed of 
largely as veal at a price that is 
very satisfactory. 

We do not believe that the profes- 
sor is advocating the Holstein as a 
dual purpose breed for we are not 
strong in any such belief and the peo- 


-ple in the great southwest will soon 


find that the market for milk and but- 
terfat will put a premium on the cow 
that yields these two products that 
will make her far more valuable than 
any dual purpose can possibly be. 

The herd at the University of Ar- 
kansas was the first one started in 
that section. This was just a small 
foundation consisting of two heifers 
and it is hoped that the herd may be 
increased by several purchases dur- 
ing the present year. There are now 
several small herds started and breed- 
ers are bringing in cattle from time to 
time so that it is only a question of 
a few months or a year or so at least, 
before this part of the country which 
is so remarkably well adapted to 
dairying will be noted for its Hol- 
steins. —_—__—

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BUTTERFAT AND ITS FOOD 
VALUE. 


There has been an idea _ prevalent 
among dietists and chemists, as 
well as people in general, that all 
fats, regardless of their source, yield- 
ed only energy and heat when con- 
sumed by the animal or human body, 
and until very recently no chemical 
or dietetic experiments had shown any 
real important difference between but- 
terfat and other fats. It had, of 
course, been proved that fats of low 
melting point were more digestible 
than those of a high melting point. 
Aside from this, there was thought to 
be but little difference in their food 
value. In the estimation of many, “fat 
was fat” and yielded only energy and 
heat. 

The oleomargarine people often 
took advantage of this fact to exploit 
a cheap product as a substitute for 
butter. Whether or not this “just as 
good or better product” is at all 
worthy of the place they claim for it 
has always been seriously questioned 
by dairy and creamery men. In this 
connection experiments carried on by 
F. B. Osborne, of the Connecticut Ex- 
periment Station, Dr. Mendel, of Yale, 
and E. V. McCollum, of the Wisconsin 
Experiment Station, are peculiarly in- 
teresting and prove beyond a doubt 
the real value of butter, viz., that 
butterfat not only yields energy and 
heat as do other fats, but that it con- 
tains something more vital than other 
fats—a principle which, like proteids, 
supplies the elements necessary for 
growth and life itself. 

In experiments carried on with 
white rats, young rats were fed mix- 
tures composed of chemically pure 
protein, starch, fat, sugar and vari- 
ous salts, and got along splendidly 
for the first three months, when they 
lost appetite, fell off in growth and 
finally starved. After numerous repe- 
titions of this nature the investigators 
found that when milk was added to 
the ration the little animals began to 
regain normal condition, to thrive and 
grow to maturity. Many changes 
were made in their diet to make it 
more palatable, changes in salts used, 
the kinds and amounts of sugar, etc., 
but always the same result—growth 
ceased at the age of ‘about four 
months, It was in an attempt to in- 
crease the palatability of the diet by 
substituting pure butterfat for the 
lard, which had been used as the fat 
in the ration, that the experimenters 
found these new facts, for the little 
animals immediately began to grow 
just as when milk was fed. It was 
evident that butterfat supplies some- 
thing necessary for growth which lard 
could not supply. Other  experi- 
ments were carried on to determine 
whether other fats from the animal 
or vegetable kingdom would produce 
the same effect as had butterfat. Ex- 
periments with tallow, olive oil, corn 
oil, cottonseed oil and peanut oil 
proved futile, while the fat of eggs 
and fat extracted from the cells of 
pig’s kidney produced the same result 
as did butterfat. Thus it seems evi- 
dent that the fats obtained from the 
living protoplasm of the animal have 
this property of inducing growth after 
growth has ceased. Thus far no plant 
fat has been found to possess this 
power.
